I. Claims 1-1 3,20,and 31 drawn to a method of forming two devices, and two 
electrical devices in a strained and non-strained region, classified in class 
438, subclass 1 99. 

Species A , claims 2-7 wherein the recess is formed in the substrate. 
Species B, claims 8-12 wherein the recess is form in the relaxed layer. 

II. Claims 14-19, drawn to a method of forming an electrical device, classified 
in class 438, subclass 199. 

III. Claims 21-30, drawn to an electrical device, classified in class 257, 
subclass 204. 

IV. Claim 32-41 , drawn to a pair of electrical devices, classified in class 257, 
subclass 204. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as 
a method for forming a single electrical device (see claim 1) with a buffer on the 
substrate, as opposed to being recessed into the substrate (see claim 2). See MPEP 

§ 806.05(d). 
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3. Inventions l-ll and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the buffer layer of device can be formed on the 
substrate, not in contact with the substrate, and further the device maybe used by itself 
with no other devices: 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the device can be made by forming the relaxed 
layer only on the buffer layer and not on the substrate. 

5. Inventions II and IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the method can be used to form one device, 
and further the device maybe formed with strained layer within the confines of the 
recess. 
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6. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

8. Claim 31 link(s) inventions I and IV. The restriction requirement between the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 31 . Upon 
the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104 Claims that require all the 
limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the 
amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier.
